Buttess than two minutes later, 
the same players were slumped In 
despair and the supporters stun- 
nod in disbelief. 

And on this dramatic note the 
Victorian State League Cup final 
was decided, providing a fitting 
end to an unpredictable and ex- 
citing game. 

Essendon Croatia won 3-2 
thanks to a late goal from 
centre forward Carl Gilder. 

But spare a thought for unlucky 
George Cross, which built up a 
two-goal lead, saw it whittled 
away, had two players injured 
without having adequate replace- 
Ments, and had a ‘winning’ goal 
disallowed. 

It was the disallowing of 
Robert Cullen’s goal in the 
second half of extra time which 
left George Cross bitter and dis- 
illusioned. 

Had referee Stewart Mellings 
over-ruled his linesman's decision 
and allowed tha goal to stand, the 
Cross would almost certainly have 
won. 

But Mellings wasn’t sure him- 
self whether Cullen was onside 
when he received Derek Bar- 
ron’s superbly-hit cross ball, and 
consulted his linasman before 
awarding Croatia a free kick. 


George Cross hardly had time 
to register a protest before 
Croatia whipped the ball to the 
other end and sealed its third 
major honor for 1978. * 


Credit goes to Croatia for a 
great win after being two goals 
down and for showing enough 
guts and stamina to lift itself.

tt was the drive of Billy Wil- 
kinson, playing a roving forward 
position, the skill of winger Jim 
Paparas and the defensive ex- 
cellence of John Webb which 
allowed George CRoss to domi- 
nate early in the game. 

But after taking the iniative, 
Georgie became subdued and this 
allowed Croatia to make a come- 
back. 

The Cross ployed virtually with 
three centre halves — Tony 
Castiello, Norm Maitland and 
Weabb — and its lack of forward 
pressure allowed Ken Murphy to 
do damage in the midfield. 

Crostia improved and Georgie 
fumbled in defence. A series of 
blunders by Cross defenders was 
culminated by Weeb slicing a 
clearance from Gilder’s header 
into the back of the net. 

It was a vital goal for Croatia, 
reducing its deficit to one goal 
before the interval. 

After half time Croatia pro- 
duced its best soccer for the 
match, with Howard Andrews 
driving the team forward. 

Gilder equalised with a great 
back-header from a Tommy 
Cumming corner kick but the 
goal led to a George Cross revival. 

The workhorse — Reed — was 
forced to go into midfield because 
of injuries to Wilkinson and 
Robert Mirak, and he helped his 
team’s comeback, 


Phil Cutajar, a detormined and 
solid defender all day, and many 
other Cross players, surged in the 
hope of regaining the lead. 


But thanks to brilliant goalkae- 
ping from Gerry Rice of George 
Cross, and Yakka Banovic of 
Croatia, neither team could add to 
its score in normal time, although 
there was plenty of goalmouth ac- 
tion. 

Then came George Cross 
moment of heartbreak when the 
Cup was in the keeping for a brief 
moment but snatched away just 
as quickly,

But then is there a typical German, or for that 
matter a typical Englishman, Greek, Scot or 


Australian? 


It is dangerous to cate- 
gorise people, but, yes, 
there are national stereo- 
types. 

The “ocker” Australian, the 
“fiery” independant Scot, 
the excitable, aggressive 
Greek, the “cool” Eng- 
lishman and the precise, 
methodical German. 

Rudi had forgotten the time 
of our appointment, 
which is most un-Ger- 
manilike. 

Neither did the quizical 
fooks and the puzzied 
frown which frequented 
his face during our meet- 
ing suggest the precision 
and organisation of the 
German stereotype of my 
imagination. 

On the other hand he had 
every reason to be puz- 
zled, harrassed as he was 
chasing a flat, trying to 
fulfill an appointment 
with the Australian 
Soccer Federation doc- 
tor, Brian Corrigan, 
answer phone Calls about 
his under 19 team and fit 
me in at the same time. 

Nevertheless Gutendorf ce- 
rtainly is not the German 
stereotype. 

He reminded me more of a 
movie director, with his 
glasses, his straight 
blonde hair, slightly 
paunchy tummy and long 
legs. 

His absent-minded dood- 
ling on a writing pad, as 
he answered questions 
over the phone from a 
Newcastle sports report- 
er, suggested a creative 
mind rather than a met- 
hodical one. 

This impression was con- 
firmed as we sped ina 
taxi over the Sydney Har- 
bour Bridge for the ap- 
pointment with Dr 
Corrigan. 

Repeatedly as | searched 
for some indication of his 
coaching ideas, the sub- 
ject came back to the 
coach’s personality. 

“It's how the coach says 
things - not what he says 
... the impression his 
personality makes on 
players, and people”, 
said Gutendorf. 

Personality - this seems to 
be Rudi Gutendorf’s 
stock in trade. 

He exploits it and builds on 
it at every opportunity. 
He particularly uses the 
media, especially the 
newspapers, to build and 
magnify his personality. 

He has numerous photo- 
graphs of himself accom- 
panied by beautiful 
women and famous men. 

He obviously has ability to 
boost his personality, 


He is intelligent, innovative 
and, according to reports, 
highly capable when put- 
ting players through a 
training session. 


The Gutendorf presence 
has already stirred up tre- 
mendous interest in 
Australia’s soccer circles, 
just as in a different way 
did the appointment of 
his predecessor, Jim 


Shoulder, who came to 
office in a blaze of con- 
troversy. 

Jim Shoulder was not con- 
troversial, rather it was 
the circumstances 
behind his appointment 
which generated such 
interest. 

Gutendorf himself is a con- 
troversial and indepen- 
dent man who, he says, 
is able to retain his inde- 
pendance and* strength 
because of his personal 
financial assets which 
make him non-reliant on 
soccer earnings for day 
to day living.
